"I have made some of my most in- 
teresting studies of nature in the morn- 
ing," said 8eth Green. *'That is the 
time to sec the in-ccts at their be.st — to 
see the mud w:isps stinging the spiders 
without killing tnem, and packing them 
awav where they are kept alive for 
weeks to be used when needed. I have 
seen a small green worm hanging down 
on a web. An ant, stationed on the limb 
above, i)ulls up the web. ;ind just as the 
worm comes in reach of his tiny claws, 
down drops Mr. Worm. The ant pulls 
up again and again, and worm lets out 
another reef and goes down. This sort 
of thing continues until hnally the ant 
grap])les the worm and both ^o down 
together in a grand scramble, in whic^h 
the worm m.anages to slrake oft" the ant. 
This leaves the worm on the ground. 
His web is so strong that it is still 
fasten»?d to the limb above. What does 
Mr. Ant do? (iive it up? No, sir. 1 
have seen him go up the trunk of that 
tree, crawl out onto the same limb, and 
go to work again pulling up the 
same web. Then after another battle, 
I have known the ant to get the better 
of the fight and lug the worm off to'his 
hole, three rods away. 

*♦ Why, talk about reasoning powers ! 
The perseverance and instinct of these 
little creatures is wonderful. People 
go out to hsh. Ihey splash around, 
stand up in their boat, drop their lines 
three feet away, and wonder becau.sc 
they don't catch trout They forget 
that tixxit can see. Fish learn that 
tackle and fish are. as a rule, local in 
tlieir habitation. There are not as 
many gypsies among fish as among 
meh. Atiy man who will take tho 
pains to study fish — or who will re- 
member a tithe of what he reads about 
them— can catch them. They are 
smart, but our brains will beat theoL 
I remember once of lishing for salmon 
trout tor a long time and tukins nothing. 
Finally I concluded to get down and 
look into the water, and so, throwing 
my coat over my head, I got the re- 
quired shade and peered down. The 
salmon would sail up and look at the 
nu'nnow. Then, witn a quick dart, he 
would close his teeth round one-half 
the minnow and open them again like a 
flash. He did not attempt to eat the 
minnow. ;wi(l half of the severed body 
would drop to the bottom. When it 
had fallen to the bed of the lake the 
salmon would go down husurcly and 
eat it.

The Three Napoleons. 

Napoleon IL was the son of Napoleon 
L and Maria Xtoaiaa, and was bom at 
Ms, M«Ni 20, 1811, and died at 
Schonbrunn, Julj 22, 1882. The young 

Napoleon's father bestowed on him the 
title of King of Borne, and on his abdica- 
tion designated him 9a his sucoessor to 
the throne as Napoleon II. , and he was 
recognized as such by the Executive 
Ckmuoittee appointed by the Ohambers 
pravioufl to tue final aocesaion of Louis 
XVIII. in 1815. The young Prince went 
to Austria, where he was educated, and 
the right of succession to his mother's 
dominions in Parma being withdrawn 
from him in 1817, the Emperor of 
Austria conferred on him in July, 1818, 
the rank of an Austrian Prince, with the 
the title of Duke of Reichstadt, and 
provided liim with eminent instructors. 
The efforts made after th« rerolution of 
1830 in Ids favor were unsuccessful, but 
the young man became greatly intertisted 
in the military history of his father, and 
received from Marmont at course of in- 
struction in the Xapt- leouic campaigns. 
He entered the armj^ and went through 
several grades, and in 1881 eoramanded 
08 Lieutenant Colonel one of the 
Hungarian infantry regiments of Vienna. 
He oied of laryngeal phthisis in the 
same room in which his father dictated 
peace to Austria. On the establishment 
of the second empire in 1852, he became 
known as Napoleon XL in Um order of 
imperial 8ucce.s8ion. NapolCiOn IIL 
popularly kno«vn as Louis Napoleon, 
was born at Paris, April 20, 1806, and 
d^ad at Cfaisalhurst. England, January 
0, 1878. His mother was Hortense de 
Beauharnais, wlio 1 d lived apart from 
her hut band, King Iiouia, of Holland, 
and his pateRtiitj was questioued, 
although it has been ascribed to the 
Dutch Admiral Verhuel. King Louis 
himself onW rcluotant!y acknowledged 
the child as his son at the command of 
Napoleon L Hortenae was the daughter 
of ^Uexandre Beauharnais and Jotepoise, 
afterward vife of N^olron: and, m ac- 
eMtbaiee with the wish of Napoleon, ahe 
became the wife of hit brother Iionia,
